Since 
claims 2, 9 and 16 no longer depend from rejected claims 1 , 8 and 15, and therefore no longer 
incorporate the objectionable matter, the enablement rejection of these claims is likewise 
overcome. 

Dependent claims 3, 10, and 1 7 have been amended to restore them to their original form at 
filing, i.e., as dependent claims dependent on claims 2, 9 and 16, respectively. These amended 
claims are now patentable for the reasons stated above with respect to claims 2, 9 and 16. 

Dependent claims 4-6, 11-13, and 18-20 are unamended. These claims depend from claims 
2, 9 and 16, respectively, and in view of the amendments to the base claims from which they 
depend, are patentable for the reasons noted above. 

In view of the foregoing, applicants submit that the claims are now in condition for 
allowance and respectfully request reconsideration and allowance of all claims.
